at  10  a.m.,  Thursday  in  the  Smith  i 
Fieldhouse  will  mark  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Annual  BYU  Bishops 
day. 

A FULL  day  of  activities  has 
been  planned  to  acquaint  the  vis- 
iting bishops  with  campus  fac- 
ilities, and  provide  students  with 
the  opportunity  to  counsel  with 
their  bishops  and  stake  presi- 
dents. The  annual  visit  is  held  in 
connection  with  General  Con- 
ference of  the  Church. 

Over  3,500  letters  of  invitation 
were  sent  to  bishops  and  stake 
presidents  throughout  the  Church 
inviting  them  to  the  event.  As  of 
press  time  no  official  count  of 
how  many  would  attend  the  con- 
ference could  be  had. 

BUSES  WILL  leave  the  Hotel 
Utah  in  Salt  Lake  City  at  8:15 
a.m.  to  transport  officials  to  Pro- 
vo in  time  for  the  special  assem- 
bly. 

From  11:15  until  noon  the  vis- 
itors will  hold  meetings  with  stu- 
dents from  their  home  areas.  Ap- 
proximately 65  per  cent  of  BYU 
students  come  from  outside  Utah. 
They  represent  every  state  in  the 
nation  as  well  as  50  foreign 
countries.

LUNCHEON  for  the  visiting 
officials  will  be  served  at  12:15 
p.m.  in  the  Joseph  Smith  Ball- 
room.

Visitors  may  return  to  Salt 
Lake  City  at  various  times  during 
the  afternoon. 

Tours  of  campus  are  arranged 
in  such  a fashion  that  a general 
tour  of  campus  may  be  taken,  or 
tours  of  special  points  of  inter- 
est on  campus  may  be  taken.

“Belshazzar’s  Feast,”  by  20th 
Century  composer  William  Wal- 
ton, is  centered  on  the  story  told 
in  Daniel  of  the  impious  king  of 
Babylon,  Belshazzar,  who  drank 
from  the  golden  temple  cups 
taken  from  Jerusalem  by  Neb- 
uchadnezzer. 

IN  THE  MIDST  of  the  feast- 
ing, he  saw  the  finger  of  the 
Lord  writing  the  doom  of  his 
kingdom  on  the  palace  wall. 

Bach’s  “Magnificat ' in  D”  is 
based  on  the  hymn  of  Mary  af- 
ter the  Anunciation  beginning, 
“My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord 
. . .”  Magnificats  have  been  used 
in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
services  and  Anglican  evensongs 
for  centuries,  and  the  deeply  rev- 
erent music  has  been  adapted  to 
many  forms.

Path  to  Greatness:  Great  Students 


We  are  happy  to  have  bishops  and  stake 
presidents  on  our  campus  today.  We  think 
it  is  worthwhile  for  them  to  come  to  BYU, 
to  spend  a few  hours  at  least  catching  the 
breath  of  it-. 

We  hope  they  can  see  BYU  as  a product 
of  themselves — of  their  people  and  the 
church  where  they  live.  We  hope  they  see 
BYU  as  a synthesis  of  the  best  of  the  Church 
gathered  together  like  the  beams  of  light 
streaming  through  a magnifying  glass,  and 
concentrated  in  the  spirit  that  is  this  cam- 
pus. 

Therefore  we  hope  that  they  can  see  what 
part  they  play  in  BYU,  in  its  future  destiny, 
in  the  achievements  of  its  individual  stu- 
dents. Because  as  BYU  grows  in  buildings, 
faculty,  research  and  creative  opportunities, 
it  will  be  limited  only  by  the  limitations  of 
its  students.  And  since  BYU  is'  the  Mormon 
university,  it  can  be  no  more  than  Mormon 
youth  is. 

BYU  cannot  rise  'above  the  best  of  the 
young  people  of  the  Church.  It  is  similarly 
held  down  by  the  worst  of  the  young  people 
who  come  to  BYU. 

This  university  will . attain  its  possible 


stature  not  with  a few  brilliant  individuals 
who  reach  new  heights  of  scholarship,  but 
by  raising  the  seriousness  and  intellectual 
dedication  of  the  great  bulk  of  our  students. 
BYU  has  had  individual  students  who  have 
made  important  contributions  in  their  fields. 
But  the  vast  bulk  of  its  students  are  not  in- 
tellectually keen  and  eager,  are  not  aware, 
have  not  caught  the  vision  of  the  contribu- 
tions . they  could  make  to  the  world  and  to 
their  church  if  they  were  serious  students. 

It  is  these  students  that  bishops  and 
stake  presidents  and  priesthood  advisers  and 
Mutual  teachers  and  parents,  should  be  con- 
cerned about.  This  is  because  in  most  cases 
students  must  learn  the  habit,  the  dedica- 
tion and  the  rewards  of  scholarship  before 
they  arrive  at  college.  And  they  can  be  great- 
ly influenced  by  their  church  leaders,  by  the 
stress  which  these  leaders  give  to  education. 

When  BYU  does  become  a university  full 
of  dedicated  scholars,  it  can  fulfill  the  des- 
tiny which  has  long  been  predicted  and 
seems  to  be  part  of  its  energetic  growth. 
And  it  will  return  to  the  stakes  and  wards 
the  kind  of  educated  Christian  who  will  be 
a part  of  the  destiny  of  the  Church.

1.  Misrepresentation.  He  claim- 
ed empiricism  as  a source  of 
knowledge.  No  contemporary  sci- 
entist claims  to  gain  knowledge 
through  empirical  methods.  He 
claims  only  that  his  theories  may 
have  a fair  probability  of  being 
approximately  a description  of 
nature.  The  history  of  science  is 
one  of  “Established  Truths”  go- 
ing down  the  chute. 

2.  Construction  of  artificial  dis- 
tinctions. “I  believe  in  prophecy, 
not  priesthood  . . .”  he  said.  But, 
prophecy  and  priesthood  are  in- 
separable; ability  to  prophesy, 
said  Paul,  is  the  crowning  glory 
of  the  priesthood  bearer. 

3.  Misquotation.  The  diatribe  in 
Amos  5:21-24  does  not  support 
the  above  spurious  division,  but 
does  condemn  priestcraft,  the 
substitution  of  rites  for  right- 
eous-ness. 

4.  Self-contradiction.  He  pro- 
fessed to  simultaneous  faith  in 
revelation  and  reason  as  keys  to 
the  future.  However,  revelation 
often  runs  counter  to  reason  and 
to  morals.  Ecclesiastical  history 
provides  many  instancies : Adam 
“I  know  not,  save  the  Lord  com- 
manded me”,  Abraham  and  Isaac, 
Christ:  “From  that  time  many  of 
his  disciples  went  back  and  walk- 
ed no  more  with  him”  after  he 
revealed  a doctrine  contrary  to 
their  reason.  (R.ead  John  6:56- 
66),  Nephi  and  Laban,  Joseph 
Smith  and  the  restoration.  It  is 
relatively  easy  to  be  rational  a 
posteriori,  but  the  Lord’s  reason- 
ing is  rarely  man’s  reasoning. 

Prior  to  hearing  Dr.  Bennion,  I 
would  have,  I think,  leaned  to-

Our  studentbody  efforts 
should  be  directed  toward  organi- 
zations that  stress  individual 
thinking;  facilitate  understand- 
ing, and  make  allowances  for 
group  as  well  as  individual 
creativity.  According  to  its  goals 
and  by  the  very  nature  of  its 
composition,  student  organization 
on  this  campus  ought  to  inher- 
ently encourage  participation. 
Presently  we  have  no  such  or- 
ganization. 

We  have  become  like  the  royal- 
ty our  ancestors  were  a part  of 
or  lived  under.  An  insignificant 
minority  is  bestowing  office  be- 
cause it  is  traditional.  Our  last 
studentbody  officer  elections  fail- 
ed to  produce  two  thousand  votes. 
This  is  less  than  one  sixth  of  the 
enrolled  students.  Our  student  of- 
fices appear  to  be  filled  to  capa-

N.  Khrushchev 
Is  Not  Worried 
By  Intellectuals 

LONDON  (UPI)  — Soviet  Pre- 
mier Nikita  S.  Khrushchev  was 
reported  Thursday  to  be  putting 
a halt  to  dismantling  of  the  Stal- 
inist structure  in  an  effort  to 
stop  a threatening  freedom  drive 
by  intellectuals. 

DISMISSING  REPORTS  THAT 

Khrushchev’s  leadership  is  in 
danger,  British  experts  said  the 
latest  information  received  from 
Moscow  indicates  he  is  in  con- 
trol of  the  Kremlin,  with  no  im- 
mediate rival  in  sight. 

But  the  Soviet  leader  is  switch- 
ing to  sterner  internal  policies 
and  is  threatening  ever  stricter 
measures. 

Diplomatic  reports  said  it  ap- 
pears that  Khrushchev  still  is 
capable  of  determining  the  var- 
ious turns  in  Soviet  policy  and  to 
control  them. 


Southern  Voter  March 
Halted  By  Miss.  Police 


GREENWOOD,  Miss.  (UPI)— 
Police  broke  up  a voter  registra- 
tion march  led  by  Dick  Gregory 
Wednesday  and  arrested  all  19  of 
the  Negro  paticipants — but  not 
the  nationally-known  comic. 

GREGORY  immediately  an- 
nounced he  was  cancelling  all  of 
his  nightclub  engagements  and 
would  remain  in  this  delta  com- 
munity to  “fight  this  thing  until 
the  government  sends  in  troops.” 

“If  it  takes  10  years  I’ll  be  here 
in  an  effort  to  put  down  the  po- 
lice brutality,”  Gregory  said  fol- 
lowing the  arrest  of  19  Wednes- 
day. 

The  Negroes,  including  teen- 
aged  boys  and  girls  and  elderly 
men  and  women,  were  stopped 
just  a few  blocks  from  their  vot 
er  registration  headquarters  by  a 
cordon  of  police  headed  by  city 
commissioner  B.  A.  (Buff)  Ham- 
mond. Hammond  ordered  them  to 
disperse. 

HE  TOLD  THE  Negroes  they 
could  go  to  the  Leflore  County 


Courthouse  and  take  the  voter 
registration  tests  but  only  indi- 
vidually or  in  small  groups. 

The  leaders — Gregory,  Ida  Hol- 
land and  the  Rev.  Robert  Kin- 
loch,  a Baptist  Paster — refused 
to  break  up  the  group.  While 
they  were  talking,  a Negro  in  his 
early  20’s  -spoke  up  from  the 
rear  rank  and  urged  his  compan- 
ions to  stand  fast. 

Police  moved  in  on  the  young 
Negro,  lifted  him  bodily,  and 
placed  him  in  a waiting  school 
bus  driven  by  an  auxiliary  pa- 
trol. 

THE  OFFICERS  THEN  sur- 
rounded the  marchers  and  asked 
each  individually  whether  they 
preferred  to  “go  home,  go  to  jail 
or  go  to  register  to  vote  alone.” 

Most  of  the  Negroes  refused  to 
move  and  were  arrested  and 
herded  aboard  the  yellow  school 
bus. 

However,  Hammond  instructed 
the  officers  not  to  arrest  Greg- 
ory.

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8 Hours 
Of  Sleep 
Is  Enough 

CHICAGO,  (UPI)  — Sleeping 
more  than  eight  hours  at  night 
does  not  increase  a person’s  ef- 
ficiency the  next  afternoon,  a re- 
searcher has  reported. 

Nathaniel  Kleitman,  Santa 
Monica,-  Calif.,  a doctor  of  phil- 
osophy, cited  a study  of  sleep 
and  performance  in  which  physi- 
cal and  mental  tests  were  given 
in  the  afternoon. 

WRITING  in  the  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association, 
Kleitman  said  when  the  night’s 
sleep  was  increased  from  one  to 
six  hours,  efficiency  increased 
sharply. 

When  the  length  of  sleep  was 
increased  from  six  to  eight  hours, 
the  rate  of  improvement  was 
much  smaller,  he  said,  and  no- 
improvement was  noted  when 
the  length  of  sleep  was  boosted 
from  eight  to  10  hours. 

KLEITMAN  said  the  amount 
of  sleep  needed  varied  both  from 
person  to  person  and  from  time 
to  time. 

A Chicago  doctor  of  philosophy, 
also  writing  in  the  journal,  said 
one  or  two  cups  eof  coffee  was 
likely  to  have  little  effect  on  the 
sleep  of  a coffee  drinker. 

“The  anxious,  tense  individual 
may  actually  find  coffee  a relax- 
ant, and  it  would  be  expected  that 
in  these  persons  a cup  of  coffee 
might  facilitate  sleep,”  Jack  Ar- 
bit,  Chicago,  said. 

However,  Arbit  said,  even  a 
small  amount  of  coffee  would 
produce  some  • feelings  of  insom- 
nia in  a person  who  drinks  little 
or  no  coffee,  and  a coffee  drinker 
who  drank  a large  amount  of 
coffee . might  feel  the  same  re- 
sults.

all  year  ’round. 

More  than  one  budding  star 
has  been  fooled  during  an  impor- 
tant scene.  Asked  to  act  in  front 
of  a camera,  the  newcomer  pour- 
ed out  his  dramatic  soul,  never 
noticing  that  the  camera  wasn’t 
running. 

The  late  Ernie  Kovacs  was  keen 
on  gags.  When  a friend  once  in- 
vited Ernie  to  dinner,  the  com- 
edian couldn’t  keep  the  date  but 
sent  a bowl  of  deadly  piranha 
fish  in  his  place. 

ERNIE’S  HOST,  not  to  be  out- 
done, gifted  Kovacs  with  a don- 
key which  was  the  bane  of  the 
comic’s  Beverfy  Hills  neighbor- 
hood until  the  animal  was  given 
to  a boys’  home. 

Director  John  Huston,  one  of 
the  town’s  best  practical  jokers, 
left  a suitcase,  supposedly  con- 
taining $250,000  with  the  late  John 
Garfield.  They  told  Garfield  that 
representatives  of  a foreign  gov- 
ernment would  pick  up  the  mon- 
ey. 

“Garfield  sat  in  hotel  room  four 
days  waiting  for  somebody  to 
claim  the  money,”  Huston  re- 
called. “The  first  time  he  left 
that  room,  we  went  up  and  stole 
the  suitcase.” 

GARFIELD  was  certain  he’d 
been  robbed  until  Huston  and  his 
pals  let  him  in  on  the  joke. 

The  glamorous  Elizabeth  Tay- 
lor was  not  above  practical  jokes. 
When  her  husband  Eddie  Fisher 
was  singing  in  a Las  Vegas  hotel 


dered  around  the  dining  room 
rattling  dishes  and  interrupting 
Fisher’s  act. 

The  owner  of  a famous  Holly- 
wood restaurant  used  to  enjoy 
frightening  his  tipsy  customers. 
The  club  owner  would  walk  up 
behind  the  boozing  star  and  drop 
a tray  filled  with  metal  pitchers, 
scaring  the  drinker  almost  onto 
the  wagon. 

THE  PICTURE  “Some  Like  It 
Hot”  called  for  a scene  in  which 
a gunman  jumped  out  of  a huge 
birthday  cake.  A joker  switched 
the  signals  and  out  popped  a 
chorus  girl. 

Veteran  actor  Alberto  Morin 
was  one  of  the  town’s  best  jok- 
sters.  He  invented  a kind  of  dou- 
ble talk  and  used  it  in  speaking 
to  persons  -about  their  own  bus- 
iness or  profession,  which  was 
usually  foreign  to  Morin.  He  us- 
ually had  the  expert  conversing 
with  him  seriously  before  he  was 
unmasked. 

Probably  the  most  printed  of 
filmland  practical  jokes  has  hap- 
pened in  horse  opera  cemeteries. 
Cowboy  stars  have  been  known 
to  put  names  of  friends,  and 
sometimes  enemies,  on  tomb- 
stones.

Spanish  Fork  Farm  Experimentation

BYU’s  Spanish  Fork  farm  is 
attempting  to  control  the  mortal- 
ity rate  of  dairy  calves,  according 
to  Dr.  Keith  H.  Hoopes,  chair- 
man of  the  Animal  Husbandry 
Dept,  and  resident  veterinarian 
for  the  university. 

“We  are  conducting  an  inter- 
esting experiment  in  calf  hous- 
ing. Animal  husbandry  statistics 
suggest  that  20  per  cent  of  all 
dairy  calves  never  reach  matur- 
ity,” he  said.
